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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains disclosed species in the specification, the following 
patently distinct species identified as: 

(1) An investing method, system and device for the purpose of using interest or 
dividends earned on investment principal to purchase options. 

(2) An investing system for using and a device comprising databases and servers 
in which client information is input, by which clients are certified, by which product and 
sales information is stored, in which new clients are added and existing clients can 
cancel contracts. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.
